G.S.R. 705(E).—in exercise of the itowers conler- 
red by sub-section (2) and (3) oi section 9A and 
sub-section (3) of section 913 of the Customs iariit 
Act, 1975 (51 of 1975) the Central Government 
hereby mak es the following rules, namely — 

1. Short title and conuncnccment.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Customs larih (IdentificaEion, 
Assessment and Collection of Duty or Additional Duty 
on Dumped Articles and for Determination of injury^ 
Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come mto force on tiie date of 
their pubheation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definition.—^In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires;— 

(a) “Act” means the Customs iaritf Act, 19/5; 

(b) “designated authority” means the person 
,appointed as designated authority under rule 
3; 

(c) “domestic industry” means the dornestiej 
producers as a whole engaged in the manu¬ 
facture or production of the same or hke^ 
articles and any activity connected tht.rcv,ith, 
or those whose collective output of tire said 
article constitutes a major proportion of die 
total domestic production of tliat article ex-; 
cept when such producers are related to the^ 
exporters or importers of the alleged dump¬ 
ed article or are themselves importer;; there¬ 
of in which case such producers shall bc; 
deemed not to form part of domestic 
industry; 

Provided that in exceptional circumstan¬ 
ces referred to m sub-rule (3i ol rule 18 i 
of these rules, the domestic industry in re¬ 
lation to the article in question, shall be 
deemed to comprise two or more competitive 
markets and the producers within er.ch of 
such market a separate industry if.— 

(i) the producers within such a market sell 

all or almost all of their production of the 
article in question in that market; and 

(ii) the demand in the market is not in any 
substantial degree supplied by producers 
of the said article located elsewhere in the 
territory; 

(d) “GATT Agreement on Anti-dumping Practi¬ 
ces” means the agreement on Impiemonta- 
tion of Article VI of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade dated the 12th April, 
1979 ; 


(e) “interested party” means a party who is 
economically affected and is interested in 
the investigation under these rules; 

(f) “signatory” means a country or territory 
which is a party to or has acceded to the 
Agreement on implcraentalion oi Aiticle VI 
of the General Agreement on iariff and 
Trade; 

(g) words and expressions used in these rules, 
but not dehiicd, shall have the meaning 
assigned to them in tiiC Act. 

3. Appointment of designated authority.—(1) The 
Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, appoint ihc Secretary to the Govciiimcnt of 
India in the Ministry of Commerce, or ;:ucn other 
person as that Government may tiiinie lit, us the 
designated authority for purposes of these rules. 

2. The Central Government may provide to the 
designated authority the services of such other persons 
and such other facilities as it deems lit. 

4. (1) It shall be the duty of the designated autho¬ 
rity in accordance with these rules— 

(a) to investigate as to the existence, degree and 

efiect oi any alleged dumping of any article; 

(b) to idcnilly the articles liable for any duty 
or additional duty; and 

(c) to submit its findings to the Central Ciovern- 
ment as to the normal value in relation to 
such articles. 

(2) If the designated authority arrives at a finding 
after conducting investigation in accordance with 
these rules, that for purpose.s of sub-section (1) of 
section 9A of the Act that any article exported from 
an exportmg country or terriiory to India is at less 
than its normal value, it may recommend to tlic Cen¬ 
tral Government provisionaiy or otiterv/ise the imposi¬ 
tion of a duty, or as the case may be, an additional 
duty not exceeding the margin of dumping in relation 
to such article ; 

Provided that, in the case of countries or territories 
which have been notified in the Official Gazette under 
section 9B of the Act, no such duty or additional duty, 
as the .case may be, shall be imimsed unless the 
designated authority has given a further finding in 
accordance with these rules that import itito India of 
such article causes or threatens to cause material 
injury to any industry established in India or material¬ 
ly retards the establishment of any industry in India. 

5. Principles governing investigation.—For purposes 
of indentifying the articles which will be liable for 
duty or additional duty, the designated authority shall 
obtain all relevant information and data and shall be 
guided in such investigation by the following principles 
namely ;— 

(a) an article shall be considered as being dump¬ 
ed into India if the export price or the article 
in the ordinary course of tmde is less than 
the normal value in relation to the said arti¬ 
cle or like article. 
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Explanation :— 

(i) ‘ like article” sliaii mean an article identical 
in all respects to the article under investi¬ 
gation and in absence oi a like article, an¬ 
other article wliich, thongn not alike in all 
respects, has characteristics closely resembl¬ 
ing those of the article under investigation; 

(ii) ‘export price’ shall mean the price of the 
article exported from the exporting country 
to India. 

6. Decision as to counti’y of origin.—In a case 
where an article is imported into India not from the 
country of origin but from an intermediate country, 
the price at which the article is sold from the inter¬ 
mediate country shall be compared rvith tlie compara¬ 
ble price in the inteimediate country : 

Provided that a comparison may also be made with 
the price in the country of origin if,— 

(a) the article is only trans-sliipped through the 
intermediate country, 

(bj the article is not produced in the intermediate 
country or, 

(c) there is no comparable price in the inter¬ 
mediate country. 

7. Initiation of investigation.—(1) The designated 
authority shall normally initiate an investigation only 
upon receipt of a written request by or on behalf of 
the affected domestic industry. 

(2) Tire designated authority shah, before deciding 
to initiate an investigation, satisfy itself that it has 
sufficient prima facie evidence of— 

(a) dumping, 

(b) injury, where applicable, to the extent refer¬ 
red to in Article VI of the General Agree¬ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade as interpreted by 
the GATT Agreement on Anti-dumping 
Practices, and 

(c) where applicable, a causal link between such 
dumped imports and the alleged injury. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rule (1), the de.signalcd authority may initiate an 
investigation suo moto, if it is satisfied from informa¬ 
tion received from the Collector of Customs appointed 
under the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962) or any 
other source that sufficient prima facie evidence exists 
as to the existence of the circumstances referred to in 
sub-rule (2). 

8. Notification of investigation.—The designated 
authority shall, after deciding to initiate an investiga¬ 
tion, communicate to the governments of the exporting 
countries concerned, names of the articles which are 
proposed to be subjected to such investigation. 

9. Opportunity to inspect, represent.—The designa¬ 
ted authority shall allow the duly authorised T^'orcsen- 
tative of an interested party or tlie govemmsuts of the 
exporting countries concerned— 


(a) upon their request, a rca:jOiiable opportunity 
to inspect any relevant information that is in 
its possession which is not confidential; and 

(b) an opportunity to represetu their ^ievvs in 
writing, and on suliicieiit cause sliovvn, orally. 

10. Confidential inforamtioii.—(1) Any informa¬ 
tion provided to the desigiiatcd autliority on a confi¬ 
dential basis by any party in tiie coarse of an investi¬ 
gation, shall, upon the desigaihed authority being 
satisfied as to its confidentialiiy, be treated as such by 
it and no such information shall be disclosed to any 
other party without specific authorisation of the party 
providing such information. 

(2) The designated authority may require the 
parties providing information on coutidential basis to 
furnish non-confidential summarie.s thereof and if, in 
the opinion of a party providing such information, such 
information is not susceptible of .suniiaary, such parly 
may submit to the designated authojity a stalc.iicnt of 
reasons why summarisation is not possible. 

(3) Notwithstandmg anything contained in sub- 
rule (2), if the desiganted authority is satisfied drat the 
request for confidentiality is not warranted, or if the 
party requesting confidentiality is not willing to submit 
the reasons therefor, it shaU be open to the designated 
authority to disregard such inforraation. . 

11. Investigation in the territory of other ;.igna- 
torles.—(1) The desiganted authority may caiiy out 
investigations in the territories of other .signatories if 
the circumstances of a ca.se so warrant, provided that 
the desiganted authority communicates to tlie govern¬ 
ments of such signatories in advance and such signa¬ 
tories do not object to the investigauons. 

(2) The designated authority may also carry out 
investigations at the premises of any coininercial 
organisation and may examine its records if such 
organisation agrees and if the signatory in whose terri¬ 
tory the said commercial organisation is situated, is 
notified and has not raised any objection for the 
conduct of such investigation, 

12. Provisional duty.—The designated authority 
shall proceed expeditiously witli the conduct of the 
investigation and shall, in appropriate cases, ;\cord a 
preliminary finding. 

13. Provisional duty.—The Central Government 
may impose at any time, a provisional duty or an 
additional duty, as the case may be, on an article if, 
the desi^ated authority makes, on the basis of best 
information available to it, .a preliminary finding that 
there is dumping in respect of articles which nre the 
subject matter of the investigation; 

Provided that in the case of an inve.stigation to 
which section 9B of the Act applies, no provisional 
duty or additional duty as the case may be, shall be 
imposed unless the de.siganted authority arrives at a 
further finding on the basis of best information avail¬ 
able to it, that there is sufficient evidence of the 
import of such article causing or tlrrcateniufi to cause 
materially injury to any industry establi' hed ir India 
or materially retarding the establishment of any 
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industry in India within, tile meaning of Article VI of 

the General Agreement on Tariffs and iVadc as inter¬ 
preted by the GATT Agreement on Anti-dninping 
Practices and' that the provisional duty or additional 
duty, as the case may be, is necessary to prevent injury 
being caused during the period of investigation ; 

Provided further that .no such provisional duty or 
additional duty, as the case may be, shall exceed the 
provisionally c.stimated margin of dumpin.g which sliall 
bo the difference between the export price and the 
normal value. 

14. Findings on the bus's of best information.—Tn 
a ca.S6 in which an inleresfed parly or a signatory 
refuses access to, or otherwise docs not provide neces¬ 
sary information' to designated authority within a 
reasonable period, or impedes it.s investigation, the 
designated authority may record its findings on the 
basis of the information available to it and make such 
recommendations to the Central Government as it 
deems fiit under the circiim.stances. 

15. Termination or suspension of investigation.— 
d) The designated authority may, at its discretion, 
suspend or terminate an investigation at any time— 

(a) if it receives a reque.st in writing for doing 
sp on behalf of the domestic industry affected 
at whose instance the investigation was 
initiated, or, 

(b) when, in the course of an investigation, the 
designated authority is satisfied "that there 
is not sufficient evidence of dumping or, 
where applicable, injury to justify continua¬ 
tion of the investigation. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 

(1) the desiganted-authority may suspend or terminate 
an investigation if the exporters of the article in 
question,— 

fa) give to the designated authority an under¬ 
taking in writing to revise prices so that no 
exports are made to India of the said article 
at dumped prices, or, 

(b) in the case of countries to which section 9B 
of the Act applies, underlakc to revise the 
prices so that injurious effect of dumping is 
eliminated ; 

Provided that increase in prices as a result of such 
undertakings is not higher than what is necessary to 
eliminate the margin of dumping. 

(3) No undertaking as regards price increase under 
clause fb) of the sub-rule (2) shall be accented from 
anv exporter before the initiation by the designated 
authority of an investip.ation m accordance with the 
provisions of the.se rules and no such undertaking offer¬ 
ed by any exnorter shall be .accepted by the designated 
authority if it considers acceptance thereof as impracti¬ 
cable or as unacceptable for any other reason. 

(4) Where the dcsign.atcd authority has accepted 
any undertaking under clause fbl of sub-rule f2), if 


may request any exporter from whom such under¬ 
taking has been accepted, to provide i'rom umc to 
time information relevant to the fulfilment of the 
undertaking and to permit verification of relevant 
data : 

Provided tliat in the case of any violation of any 
of the undertakings, the designated authority may 
impose provisional duty or additional duty, as case 
may be, on the basis of best inloranitlon u'.ailablo to 

it. 

(5) The designated authority shall suo moto or on 
the basis of any request received from exporters or 
importers of the article in question or any other in¬ 
terested person review from time to time tiic need for 
the continuarcc of any undertak'. -.", given earlier, 

16. Final finding.—The designated authority shall, 
within one year from the date of initiation of an 
investigation, or within such extended :ime as the 
Central Government may grant in exceptional cases, 
determine as to whether or not the article under 
investigation is being dumjred in India and if so, 
give a finding as to— 

(a) export price, normal value and the margin 
of dumping of tiie said article and, 

(b) in the case of countries to which section 9B 
of the Act applies, whether import of the said 
arUcle into India cause or threaten to cause 
material injury 'to any industry established 
in India or materially retards the establish¬ 
ment of any industry in India. 

17. Determination of dumping.—0) An article 
shall be considered as being dumped if it is exported 
from a country or territory to India at less than its 
normal value. 

(2) While determining the normal value in relation 
to an article, the designated authority shall make 
reasonable allowance on merits for the differences in 
terms and conditions of sale, taxation and other 
factors affecting price comparability. 

18. Determination of injury,—(1) In the case of 
countries or territories notified under sub-section (2) 
of section 9B of the Act, a duty or additional duty, 
as the case may be, shall not he imposed under section 
9A of the Act, unless the designated authority arrives 
at a further finding that the import of such article 
into India causes or threate’''s to cause material injury 
to any established indicifry in India or materially 
retards the establishment of any industry in India. 

(2) When a finding of injury is arrived at under 
sub-rule ("3), such finding imll involve an examina¬ 
tion of the facts which the designated authority 
considers relevant under the circumstances including 
the volume of dumned imporls .and their effect on 
prices in the domestic market for like products and 
the consequent impact of such imports on domestic 
producers of such products. 

(3) The designated authority, in exceptional 
cases, give a findintr as *n the existence of injury 
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even where a substantial portion of th0 domestic 
industry is not injured if— 

(i) there is a concentration oi’ Jiimped imports 
into an isolated market and, 

(ii) the dumped articles arc causing injury to 
the producers of all or almost aU of the 
production within such market. 

19. Results of final finding.—(1) The designated 
authority shall, on completion of its investigation 
submit to the Central Government its final findings. 

(2) If the final finding arrived at by the designated 
authority is negative, that is contrary to the prima 
facie evidence on whose basis investigation was ini¬ 
tiated, the designated authority shall terminate in¬ 
vestigation forthwith and the ^Central Government 
shall refund any provisional duty or additional duty 
collected, to the party concerned. 

(3) If the final finding of the designated authority 
is in the afiirmative, that is, confirming the prima 
facie evidence on whose basis investigation was ini¬ 
tiated, the Central Government shall determine the 
normal value of the article in question. 

20. Public notice.—The designated authority shall 
cause to be published in the Official Gazette, all 
orders relating to the— 

(a) initiation, 

(b) suspension or termination of investigation, 

(c) preliminary findings in cases where pro¬ 
visional duty or additional duty is proposed 
to be imposed, and 

(d) final findings. 

21. Imposition and collection of duty.—(1) The 
Central Government may, within six months of the 
publication of the final findings by the designated 
authority under rule 21, impose by notification in the 


Official Gazette upon importation into India of ths 
article covered by the final finding, a duty, or 
additional duty, which shall not exceed the difference 
between the price at which such article is exported 
to India and the normal value as determined by the 
Central Government under clause (3) of rule 19. 

(2) Any duty of additional duty so imposed or a 
provisional duty or additional duty imposed under 
rule 13, and sub-rule (1), shall be on a non-discri- 
minatory basis and applicable to all imports of such 
article, from whatever source found dumped and 
where applicable, causing injurty except in the case 
of imports from those sources from which undertakings 
in terms of sub-rule (2) of rule 15 have been 
accepted. 

22. Treatment of difference between deposit of 
estimated and finally assessed duty.—(1) If the duty 
or additional duty imposed by the Centrffi 
Government on the basis of the final findings 
of the investigation conducted by the desig¬ 
nated authority is higher than the provisional 
duty already imposed and collected, the 
differential shall not be collected from the importer. 

(2) If, the duty or additional duty fixed after the 
conclusion of the investigation is lower than the pro¬ 
visional duty or additional duty already imposed and 
collected, the differential shall be refunded to the 
importer. 

23. Review.—The designated authority shall, from 
time to time, review the need for continued imposi¬ 
tion of the duty or additional duty, as the case may 
be, and shall, if it is satisfied, on the basis of infor¬ 
mation received by it that there is no justification for 
the continued imposition of such duty or additional 
duty, recommend to the Central Government for its 
withdrawal.
